MOTOR FIRM FILES
RATE RAISE PROTEST

First of Briefs on Eastern
Roads’ Application Sent by
Ford Company.

The first of the briefs for and againSt
the application of the Eastern rallroads
for a 5 per eent increase in freight rates
to be submitted bafore next Monday, ths
date set for beginning argsuments, was
filed with the Interstate Commercs
Commission today, by the Fofd Motor
Company, of Detroit,

The Ford company resisted the ap-
plication of the roads for &n advance.
declaring that the present automoblle
rates are too high, and raised the most
sirenuous opposition to the suggestion
of the commission that a charge be
made by the rallroads for “‘spotting’
cars and other services now given free.

As to frelght rates, the brisf of the
Ford company declares that avtomnablles
now pay & rate of 10 per cent higher
than the first-class rate in officlal clasai-
fication territory, with 10,006 pounds
minimum. This ight rate is now pald
by the automobile buyer, as the frelght
coet {8 added to the price of the mi-
chine. and the low priced machine takes
a8 high a rute as the high priced car.

The proposed “spotting” charge, Row-
ever, {8 declared unjust, as the Ford
company daclares the rallroads could
not. without congestion at Detroit, take
care of this traffic without the use of
the rompany's privately-owned side-
tracks.

The suzgested charge of 12 o car for
]"Fpn!linq” would cost the Ford com-

pany $80.00 a year at its factory alon=,
it |= declared, and a large sum at its
distributing points
